It is our duty 
to see to it that all the money and 
all the legislation necessary for both 
the army and navy are given at once.

numerous over Ohio, the Baum vil- 
lage site near Bournesville being the 
most prominent.

1004 * by Mr. W." C. Mills, 


among other things mentioning the 
discovery of 
remains of a woman 


and two children Avith which had 
been buried 202 ocean shells, each 
pierced and used as a bead. Bones 
of the dog, beaver, elk, deer, wild 
turkey 
and other animals 
-were 


found. 
The 
archaeologist 
found 
that turkey 
bones 
were used for 


drills and delicate bones of

served for fishhooks. 


Squire and Davis, who years ago 


excavated mounds in Ross 
county, 


found in one 199 effigy stone pipes 
which they sold to the British Mu- 
jseum for $10,000. while last year 
i Mr. 
Mills opened a mound near 


Portsmouth and was rewarded

.finding 200 beautifully carved effigy 
i pipes, representing various fbrms of 
1 animal life.

Then with the first and sec- 
ond fingers and the thumbs gently 
encircle the lips and chin, picking the 
flesh and quickly releasing it 
to 


coax away the.tension and fatigue. 
After a few minutes of the work, 
take the fingers and push the mid- 
dle of the broadest portion of'the 
lips together, to cultivate the envia- 
ble bow. Push on one side and then 
Ihe other alternately. 


On the lower lip, gently push for- 
ward the center, when the lips are 
inclined to be too thin or flat. Draw- 
ing the fingers back and forth over 
the lips will remove or assist in re- 
moving the lines which set is around 
the mouth.
